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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES 
GREENWOOD — 1950 


A program which offers immunization for preventable 
diseases is one of the most important activities of any com- 
munity for securing and maintaining maximum health. This 
protection should be started early in the infancy and pre- 
school period. 


We hope that by early spring we may have a Child 
Health Conference Committee organized in order that a series 
of conferences may be held for all children under school age. 


Physical examinations were done in the Ist, 4th and 7th 
grades by Dr. Boynton assisted by your public health nurse. 
Several parents were present to discuss their problems with 
the physician. Home visits will be made for follow-up work. 

All children in the fourth grade and above had their 


hearing tested with the audiometer. It is recommended that 
this should be done every two years. 


Follow-up visits on tuberculosis contacts were made and 
arrangements made for x-rays at Hebron. Nursing visits 
were made to give other nursing services as indicated. 

At this time your nurse wishes to express her appreci- 
ation to all who have assisted in promoting the community 
health program in Greenwood.

January 1, 1949 to December 31, 1949 


An examination has been completed of the records and 
financial transactions of the Town of Greenwood, for the 
municipal year ended December 31, 1949. 


Scope of Audit 


The 1949 commitment of taxes was reviewed in detail, as 
were the assessment records, in order to verify the correctness 
of the 1949 tax levy. It was ascertained that the tax list, 
as committed to the Collector, was in agreement with the as- 
sessment records. : 


The records of the Town Clerk were reviewed for the 
purpose of substantiating the appropriations of monies at the 
last municipal meeting. The appropriations, as recorded 
therein, plus an overlay in assessing of $655.52, equalled the 
total tax commitment. 


Receipts for all cash recorded as received were checked 
in detail to the Treasurer’s cashbook and to the appropriate 
accounts in the Selectmen’s ledger. The warrants, prepared 
by the Selectmen, were checked in the same manner. 


The Treasurer’s receipts were summarized by months 
and compared with the bank deposits on the same basis. This 
summary indicated that cash received by the Treasurer was 
deposited in the bank promptly. 


Assets 
Cash, available for current needs, amounted to $1,172.11 


and was reconciled with the balance shown by the depository 
bank as follows: 
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Balanee, per statement of the National Bank of 
Commerce, Portland, Maine, 12/31/49 $12,920.30 


Add—Deposit in Transit (1/10/50) 6,245.89 
19,166.19 
Deduet—Unpaid Checks 17,994.08 


Balance, per Treasurer’s Cashbook, 12'31/49 $1,172.11 


Aceounts receivable at December 31, 1949 were deter- 
mined to be $4,644.45. A greater portion of this amount was 
due from the State of Maine on account of road construction. 
A complete analysis of the account is hown on Schedule A-1. 


The 1949 commitment of taxes was accounted for as fol- 
lows: 


Cash Collections $29 483.38 
Taxes Receivable 1,780.61 
Commitment $31,263.99 


No verification was made of the unpaid taxes, as shown 
by the Colleetor’s records. However, all delinquent taxes 
were reconciled with the total as shown. 


Tax liens, acquired for nonpayment of taxes, were on 
file and amounted to $1,154.30. This aecount shows an in- 
crease of $591.04 over the corresponding period one year ago. 


The bonds and the savings bank passbook representing 
general investments and investments of the reserve fund, were 
presented for inspection. All income aceruing had been ac- 
counted for. A statement of the capital reserve fund is pre- 
sented on Sehedule A-5. 

Liabilities 

The required amount of $1,000.00 was appropriated at 
the annual meeting to pay outstanding notes coming due dur- 
ing the period under review. The outstanding notes payable 
at December 31, 1949 amounted to $5,000.00 and are payable 
$1,000.00 annually. 
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Reserves and Surplus 


Funds, held in reserve for future capital expenditures 
amounted to $1,114.05 or an increase of $27.08 over the pre- 
ceding period. This inerease is accounted for through in- 
come on invested funds. 


Unexpended balances of appropriation accounts, carried 
forward to the ensuing year were $354.14 and represent the 
net balances in the school accounts. Those brought forward 
from the preceding year amounted to $1,701.13. 


As a result of the eurrent year’s operations, the unap- 
propriated surplus of the Town increased from $2,534.41, at 
the beginning of the year, to $4,396.21 at the close of the 
year. The factors responsible for this increase were, out- 
standing notes paid $1,000.00 and a net gain from operations 
of $861,80, 


Trust Funds 


The savings passbooks, representing the investment of 
cemetery perpetual care funds and the ministerial and school 
fund, were available for inspection. The proper interest earn- 
ings had been eredited to the various funds. No withdrawals 
were made during the year. However, over a two year period, 
expenditures from the general fund for cemetery care 
amounted to $32.76. This amount is properly chargeable to 
to the trust fund income and should be withdrawn and paid 
to the general fund. 


Revenue and Expenditures 


Presented on Exhibit B is a statement of revenue and 
expenditures for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1949. This statement shows a net gain from operations of 
$861.80 which was credited to the unappropriated surplus 
account. 


General 


Excise tax collections, deposited with the Treasurer, 
amounted to $1,718.18, This amount was substantiated by 
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examination of the copies of the receipts retained by the Col- 
lector. The collections are summarized as follows:

The fidelity bonds, furnished by the Collector and Treas- 
urer, were available for inspection. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts, 
the summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The Attorney 
General has rendered an opinion on this point and it is in- 
cluded for the benefit of the municipal officers, 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of 
the articles in the warrant calling the meeting pro- 
viding for the expenditure of money. The officers 
should not spend more than the taxpayers appro- 
priated at town meeting, unless the statute ex- 
pressly authorizes an expenditure in excess of the 
appropriation. ”’ 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised Sta- 
tutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for 
highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emer- 
gencies to the extent of 15% of the appropriation,

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Greenwood; 


I hereby submit my fifth annual Greenwood School Re- 
port. 


Enrollment in the elementary schools has changed little 
from past years. The number of pupils from Greenwod at- 
tending secondary schools is still increasing. Next year there 
will be more, with no reduction seen until the school year 
of 1952-53. 


Three of your teachers of last year, Colista Morgan, 
Doris Slattery, and Miriam McAllister are again filling their 
positions very capably. It became necessary to find new 
teachers for the intermediate and grammar rooms at Locke 
Mills. Mrs. Norma Tirrell was secured to teach the inter- 
mediate grades and Mr. Guy Meserve of Brownfield was 
hired as Principal and teacher in the grammar yoom. 


Due to lack of funds it was not possible to support a 
lunch program at the Locke Mills school this year. 


Your school committee is asking for the same amount 
as last year for school maintenance. The table which follows 
this report will show estimated expenditures and receipts for 
the coming year. Increased expenditures for high school 
tuition and for supplies will be the cause for most of the 
increase in expenses. A larger equalization fund from the 
state will help to offset this increase in expenditures. 


Many repairs are needed. Your committee feels that 
only the most urgent and necessary repairs shonld be made 
now. The plaster in the hall, and porch of the Locke Mills 
building are badly in need of attention. The overdraft, in- 
surance, and incidental outlays will alone add up to about 
$150. Your committee in asking for $300 is conservative in 
its estimated needs in this account. 
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I again wish to extend my appreciation for the cooopera- 
tion of the teachers, school committee, town officials. and 
parents as we go about to improve the edueation and welfare 
of your future citizens.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To James W. Ring, a constable of the Town of Greenwood in 
the County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direect- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at Town 
Hall, at Locke’s Mills Village, in said town, on Monday, the 
fifth day of March, 1951, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
aet on the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting 

Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the reports 
of the municipal officers for the year 1950. 


Art. 4. To choose ‘seleetmen, assessors and overseers of 
the poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see what sum the town will vote to pay, per 
day, the selectmen, assessors and overseers of the poor for 
their services. 


Art. 6. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to eleet a road eom- 
missioner, or commissioners, establish their number, and fix 
their pay. 


Art. 8. To elect a commissioner or commissioners. 


Art. 9. To elect one member of the school committee for 


three years, and all other necessary town officers for the en- 
suing year. 

Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
‘aise and appropriate for the following accounts: 

1. The support of common schools and payment of high 
school tuition. 
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The purchase of text books. 
3. Repairs and insurance on schoolhouses. 
4. The purchase of common school supplies. 


5. Salary of superintendent and office supplics. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to pay the members 
of the school committee for their services for the year 1950. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$25.00 for public health nursing in Greenwood, said sum to 
be expended by the State Bureau of Health, for local services. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
appropriate for State Aid road construction, under provis- 
ions of Seetion 19, Chapter 28, R. 8. of 1930, or under pro- 
visions or Section 3, Chapter 289, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for winter roads, snow removal, sand- 
ing, repairs, ete. 

Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of summer roads and 
bridges. 

Art. 16. To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the payment of interest. 

Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Town Officers’ bills and miscellan-

Art. 18. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of the poor. 

Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day observances. 

Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
‘aise and appropriate for support of street lights. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Aid to Dependent Children (Moth- 
ers Aid). 
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Art. 22. To see what sums per hour the town will vote to 
pay men, trucks and tractors with drivers for labor on the 
highways. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to buy the treasurer’s 
and tax collector’s bonds. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to insure the town tractor or tractors against prop- 
erty damage and personal liability. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipation 
of taxes, for the purpose of paying obligations of the town: 
such loan or loans to be paid during the current municipal 
year, out of money raised during said current municipal year 
by taxes. Said loans not to exceed in the aggregate $18,000.00. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to sell such real estate acquired by tax liens as they 
may deem advisable for the best interest of the town, and 
convey the same by quitelaim deed. Such real estate to be ad- 
vertised thirty days. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money to be used for cutting bushes along the highway, and 
fix that sum, 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,000.00 for the payment of tractor notes due Dee. 31, 1951. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest Service 
and the Federal Government in the control of the White Pine 
Blister Rust in accordance with Revised Statutes, Chap. 32, 
See. 54. 


Art. 30. To see whether or not the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $25.00 to be paid the State of 
Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for adver- 
tising the natural resources, advantages and attractions of 
the State of Maine in accordance with the provisions of Chap.

Art. 84. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the Richardson Hollow Road, near Atte 
Hertell’s buildings, to the Norway town line. 


Art. 35. To see what action the town will vote to take 
relative to abatement of taxes on property of E, L. Tebbets 
Spool Co., Ine. 


Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for Civilian Defense purposes, and 
fix that sum, 


Art. 37. To see if the town will vote to instruct the se- 
lectmen to petition the Legislature to repeal the law now on 
the Statutes closing Vital Statisties records to the publie. 


Art. 38. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1500 to reimburse the treasury for special 
appropriation on summer roads in 1950. 


Art. 39. To see what action the town will vote to take 
relative to refunding the tax anticipation loans of 1950, re- 
maining unpaid, and raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary. 


Art. 40. To see if the town will take any action in nam- 
ine a budget committee.
